WASHINGTON. D. C., May 10.—"Yes," 


said Mrs. Harry G, Emery, "1 know very 
m .:ch more about Finland than I want 
to," as she gave' a. vivid description of 
the journey across the ice fields from 
Russia to Finland, when the Km cry's 
were taken prisoners by the Germans 
about two months ago. 
Mrs. Emery is 


the wife of Prof. Harry G. Emery, who 
was a member of the U. S. tariff com- 
mission under President Tuft and who 
was also professor of economics at Yale. 
Professor Emery is now in a German 
camp of detention, but Mrs. Emery was 
released and permitted to return home. 
She is now in "Washington trying to get 
the state department to hurry matters 
towards a release or exchange of pris- 
oners, whereby her husband can be set 
free, in an interview with The Hun cor- 
respondent Mrs. lOniery gave an inter- 
esting account of the capture in Fin- 
land of the party of which she and Mr. 
Emery were members but felt it im- 
proper to talk of the diplomatic and mil- 
itary conditions as she found them. She 
is in splendid health and calm and well 
poised in spite of the anxiety and hard- 
ships 
through 
which she has just 


passed. Mr. Emery's exact whereabouts 
is noL known but he is thought to be In 
JLaurenburg and there seems to be no 
doubt but that ho is safe and allowed 
comparative freedom although not per- 
mitted to leave the camp. 


Hail to Leave Petrograd 


"We were in Russia where Mr. Emery 


had business to transact," said she, "but 
finally we all had to leave Petrograd. 
We stayed till the lust minute hoping 
things would quiet down, but instead 
they grew worse and worse and finally 
tho embassies notified 
us 
that they 


would be closed -nd that we must go 
too. 
Thero was so much confusion about 


finding' what, routes were passable that 
time slipped by and in the end we bad 
to hake a hasty choice between a very 
circuitous route or trying to cut across 
the ice fields and intervening islands 
of Finland. We decided ou the latter 
and with a party of about twenty start- 
ed to get to the coast where we could 
take a ship for home. Finland is cut 
in two by the warring parties of the 
Red and White. Niether would trust 
the other enough to declare a truce and 
it was almost impossible to get past 
them. Finally we started out on hors 
sledges to cross Finland, the British 
consul having Tim do the necessary ar- 
rangements as there were a number of 
British subjects in the party. It was a 
hundred mile trip across small islands, 
covered with snow and k:e and broad 
ice fields between the 
little islands. 


Some of the islands were so .small that 
we crossed them in tifteen minutes ami 
then would be an hour or 
more 


-smooth ice racing along1 till we came 
fo another .small island. Wo rested oc- 
casionally and changed horses and had 
something- to cat at these islands when- 
over necessary and we spent one night 
on them.

"When we had got about half way 


across Finland we saw a group of men 
approach ing on sledges. 
They proved 


to be German soldiers in charge of a 
few officers. There were about lifty in 
all. 
The officers demanded to see our 


pass-ports and examined them 
care- 


fully. 
Then they said they must make 


us prisoners and put all under guard 
although we \vere not 
made to turn 


back." Hnrc Mrs. Emery spoke of the 
fact that although the Americans claim- 
ed Finland Was neutral soil and they 
were not subject to being made pris- 
oners, the Germans did not regard Fin- 
land as neutral, 
hut as one of their 


friendly nations. Although Mrs, Emery 
had not been informed of it until to- 
day, that very question lias made it 
exceedingly difficult for tho state de- 
partment to demand 
the 
release 
of 


Emery. France has recognized the in- 
dependence of Finland but the United 
States has not and cannot claim that 
Emery was captured on neutral 
soil 


without involving the agreement made 
between Russia and Germany as to Fin- 
land independence, which would bring 
up many .delicate and complicated ques- 
tions. Mrs. Emery described the jour- 
ney towards the 
coast 
which 
took 


something more than 24 hours. 
Con- 


tinuing she said, "We traveled on and 
on over snow and ice towards the port 
where the German transports were at 
dock. 
We were passed on from one 


official to another and each time the 
British and Swedish officials tried to 
have us released. At last we reached 
Eckere, the port where the German 
ships came in through great ice fields 
by the aid of ice breakers, and where 
Germany lias established a naval base 
and run up the German flag. The Ger- 
man soldiers speak of it as 'Deutchland.' 
^ Here all our party wa.s put on board a 
Jerman transport except four 
young 


English girls who were sent directly 
to .Stockholm. 
We were kept on tho 


transport twenty four hours or more 
and all that time were hoping- for re- 
lease as of course we were merely pris- 
oners and so not in the confluence o- 
the German oflicers. 


Held as Prisoners 


We were kept in prisoners' quarters 


between decks and the food was pretty 
bad and of course we were very anx- 
ious. But we were treated by the Gci- 
mantj with great courtesy and consid- 
eration, and in no instance did th'oy 
'lo anything to humiliate us or .show 
us any hanihness. 
We were , do.sely 


searclied but it was done in a. business- 
llHitj 
manner as a matter of military 


•routine and we were not subjected tn 
unnecessary 
annoyance.

would have been very much worse for 
us had the men been brutal or insolent. 
In the harbor at Kckorc there 
woiv 


German transports and Swedish gun- 
boats fairly embedded in ice. In fact io 
go from one vessel to another people 
walked on the ice and the ships could 
get out and in the harbor only by use 
of great ice breakers. 


"On the transport to which we were 


assigned we found bunks filled with 
bags of sea-weed for our beds. 
Not 


very soft but sweet smelling and clean. 
I was so tired from the long sledgo 
ride that I rolled myself up in a bi:; 
coat, threw myself on the bunk 
and 


slept soundly all night. 
It was fine 


to have even a bunk and some sea- weed 
to sleep on after that long hard sled go 
trip with only the few stops now and 
then which marked the journey from 
Russia to the Finland coast. 


Men Held, Women Released 


"After sonic delay the otlicers decided 


1 that we women and the men over tUty 
years of age should be sent to Stock- 
holm and given our freedom, but that 
the younger men should be. taken to 
Germany. 
We were told 
to hurrv 


our packing and were rushed off the 
first transport in great haste but I waa 
told that I might return that night am! 
say good bye to my husband. 
Then 


we were taken to the other vessel whicli 
proved to be a Swedish gun-boat and 
made fairly comfortable for our trip to 
Stockholm. 


"After dinner that night I started 


back to the transport where Mr. Emery 
was a prisoner. 
It was very dark and 


cold and the distance was fully one 
mile. 
The ice was rough so I could 


keep a. fairly good footing but I did 
not know the way except to follow dis- 
tant lights on ships. 
There were ice 


crevices to be watched for and a lot of 
things which I did not realize until I 
was crossing.

German Officer Courteous 


" 'I'll take you across,' said he. 
'It ia 


not safe for you to go alone.

So he guided me to tho transport and 
then arranged that the guard stationed 
at Sir. Emery's door should remain out- 
side and that we should have a whole 
hour alone without interruption.

end of the hour we said good bye and 
L WHS sent back to the Swedish gun- 
boat.

Swedish Ked Cross and also through a

officers that .Mr. Emery would be per- 
mitted to writo to me but thus far I

reached Stockholm I reported the de- 
tails of our capture to the American 
minister and both he and Jlrs. Morris 
extended me every courtesy.

Four Weeks In Stockholm 


"I had to wait four weeks in Stock-' 


holm before I could get a steamer for 
boinc, and now I air. here to urge tho 
state department tn hurry negotiations 
for the release or exchange of Jlr, 
Emery."

The' nations fight the most stub- 


bornly over territory that produces 
steel, for steel is the sinews of warfare 
and the world has never -seen a time 
when so much steel was shot away. 


Clearly, a period has been reached 


when it is up to the individual to save 
steel, as he has wheat, meat and fuel. 
The plans for conservation of 
steel 


are really very similar to those for 
conservation 
of food—use 
sparingly 


and waste none at all.

In comparison with 
the new con 


vertible, doubletruck, prepayment car 
now used on the local lines, it appear; 
like a. toy car. 
Thousands of peopl* 


remember the dinky 
little one-hors< 


cars and- thousands have ridden 
in 


them in the days gone by, when they 
thought ihem a rapid means of tran 
sit; and they were at that sometimes 
especially when 
the car 
was on i 


down grade or it was meal time fo; 
the horses and the 
animals showed 


signs of life, or probably on the las 
trip at night, when the driver urgec 
his tired steeds to the limit in ordei 
to get to the car barn as soon as pos 
sible. 


Just quarter-of-a-century ago, 1893 


tha street railway company disposed 0 
all of its open and closed cars of the 
antefleluvian type, cars too small or 
unfit to be electrified. 
Some of then 


were auctioned 
off and others 
wer 


sold for what they would bring in the 
open market. 
People who purchasec 


them made various uses of them, some 
being transformed into summer houses 
others into sleeping quarters for the 
summer, while some were carted off to 
the beaches, etc.- 


There were many very small cars 


imt only a few that could compare in 
size and type 
to that which is now 


owned by the Boyle Brothers. 
This 


car is but 9 1-2 feet in length, 
with 


two-foot platforms on either end. The 
roof of the car is about 7 feet above 
the flooring, and the openings on either 
end are but five.and one-half feet high. 
making it necessary for 
to stoop upon 
entering 
tall person 


if he would 


avoid the danger of smashing the tile 
or,bumping his head. TheKcapacity of 
the car was 12 persons, six on either 
side, but in case of a big rush 
the 


centre of the car would accommodate 
ibout six or seven strap hangers. Yes, 
here were straps in those cars 
the 


same as in the cars at the present 
time, but it is doubtful if they were 
used as much then as now.

At either end of the car was a mon- 


ey box where the passenger deposited 
his fare, whereupon the driver—there 
was no conductor on those cars, rang 
a little bell, and if a. transfer was re- 
quested by the passenger, the driver 
would tie the reins around the brake 


idle and punch a check and hand it 
the passenger. 
i: mirror on the roof of either plat- 


form assisted the 
driver in knowing 


when to start his car after a passen- 
ger boarded, and also to keep tabs on 
the passenger and see that he paid his 
'are. In those days, the fair was six 
cents for adults and four cents for 
children, 
and afterwards a 
general 


uniform fare of five cents for all was 
made and that was the fare until re- 
cently, when it was increased to six 
cents. 


One large kerosene lamp was at- 


:ached to the centre of the inside of 
.he roof of the car and .this afforded 
ilenty of light. There was but little 
jomfort in riding in one of these cars, 
"or they were equipped with but one 
ruck of four wheels, the whole affair 
icing very stiff and owing to the light 
veight of the car, when a stone was 
ilaced on the track, which was very 
iften done by some mischievous boy, 
he passengers either got a severe jar- 
ing when the wheel came in contact 
vith the stone, or else the car was 
erailed, but in those days it was an 
easy matter to replace the cars on 
he rails, especially if there were a 
:ouple of huskies in the vicinity.

The only other car

the smalfest cars ever used, is 


ne of the closed or box variety which 
s stowed away in one of the corners 
>f the old car barn in Lakeview av- 
nuc. 
The little open car is certainly a 
ight well worth seeing and those who 
lappen to be in the vicinity of M'id- 
[lesex and Pawtucket streets should 
lot fail to give it the "once over" and 
hen compare it with the cars of the 
resent day. 
It was in 1864 that the horse rail- 
oad was introduced into Lowell, and 
t that time there were four car lines,

dar the warm days are in the ofliitB 
and will soon be bei'lconine to the 
open road. 
It is the advice of ex- 


perienced automobile service mon that 
now is the time to give thu car a 
thorough inspection ana tune the nec- 
essary measures to put it in lirst class 
shape for summer UPC. 


"When it comes to overhauling a 


Car or tuning it up many motorists 
are inclined to overlook the cooling 
•ystem," says a service man. 
"This 


is a mistake, for there is nothing more 
vita! to efficient operation and per- 
formance. 
At this time of year I 


m-ould advise every car owner to give 
the cooling system, including the rad- 
iator, waterjackets, hose and pump, a. 
thorough cleaning'. 


"The best way to do this is to drain 


the water out of the car. then till up 
the radiator with a weak solution of 
soda and water. Having done this let 
the engine run for ten minutes or so. 
Then drain off this liciuid and replace 
it with pure water. Again let the en- 
gine run for a few minutes and again 
drain the car. You will then be ready 
to fill your radiators for regular use. 


"This is advantageous because [it 


cleans out the radiator, water jackets, 
hose and pump 
thoroughly, 
freeing 


them from deposits, especially those 
Jeft by anti-freezing mixtures used 
during the winter which, if allowed to 
remain in the car, would probably rot 
the hose and do other damage. Tak- 
ing this simple precaution not only 
extends the life of the car. but pre- 
vents future trouble and increases ef- 
ficiency."

"There is imperative need for imme- 
diate and drastic readjustment of traf- 
fic over eastern railroads, if another 
coal shortage far more serious than 
that of last winter is to be avoided 
by the New England states. A state- 
ment just issued by the National Coal 
association shows that in the face of 
the heaviest demand for coal in the 
country's history, the 
mines 
from 


which New England mainly dra\vs its 
supply have been so hindered' by in- 
sufficient car service that they have 
as yet made little, if any, headway 
over last year's record—a record which 
fell 50,000,000 tons short of meeting 
[the nation's needs. 
Indeed, coal-pro- 


ducing sections in the eastern states, 
capable of an output of 11,170,000 tons, 
lost 2.038.500 tons during the week of 
April 20 from coal shortage alone, and 
this at a time when mines should be 
working- at top speed 
to 
produce 


stocks for storage against the needs 
of next fall and winter. 


"Leading operators in the great pro- 


ducing area east of the 
Mississippi, 


whence comes more than 90 per cent. 


of the • country's bituminous coal, arc 
unanimously of the opinion that next 
winter's 
coal 
shortage 
will be far 


worse Uian that of last winter, un- 
less the mines arc at once furnished 
suilicient oars to increase materially 
their present rate of production. The 
most effactive and readily 
available 


remedy for this condition of things is 
;i n-'iidjustment of traffic over the rail- 
roads, so that coal may be handled in 
sufficient tonnage to take care of the ( 
industrial and domestic requirements j 
of the eastern slates, particularly New ' 
Kn.mand. Unless such readjustment is 
hml at onc-e. certain and disastrous 
interference with the war program of 
the government is inevitable. 


"To make the situation still more j 


serious for New England manufaetnr- j 
ei'H, the priorities committee of 
the 


war industries hoard has omitted cot- 
ton, woolen and 
shoe manufactures 


from the preference list issued by it 
on April fa", and advices from Wash- 
ington are to the effect that the list 
will be curtailed, rather than expand- 
ed. These and other phases of a criti- 
cal situation will be discussed at the 
conference to be held on May 16. We 
hope that every important manufac- 
turer in New England will attend and 
participate in it."

VALUED AS NEW 


ONE 


Canadian customs authorities have 


just paid a three-year-old motor car— 
which has already seen 12,600 miles of 
service—the unusual compliment of an 
appraisal at the present market price 
as a nen* car. They proposed to enter 
it in Canada with only the rcgulationlS 
per cent, discount, and an additional 
20 per cent, for depreciation, just as 
though it had undergone only a few 
months of service.

| at Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., attempted to 
drive it into Canada recently, for a 
prospective sale there.

However, after 
the officials had made an inspection of 
bearings, the body finish and general 
appearance, they ruled that it was 
practically a new car, and based its en- 
trance valuation on the present retail 
price. 
This it is interesting to note, 


is considerably, higher than the price 
which prevailed when Dodge Brothers 
car No. 653 was built. 


While the owner of the car was 


gratified, in one sense, with the cus- 
toms ruling, he was not in another. 
For the valuation made the duty so 
high that prospects of making a used- 
car sale in Canada were so remote that 
he abandoned the thought. 
However, 


he had little trouble in making a sale 
in Michigan.
